2. Claims 1-8 and 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. More particularly, despite the recent claim 
amendments several informalities still remain and need to be corrected. The Examiner 
first makes the suggestion that in view of the last line of each of the independent claims 
it would be desirable in claim 1 , line 3 to add -disposed directly- after "layer" and to 
add -directly- after "disposed" in line 3 of claim 9. In claim 1 "high refractive index 
layer" is vague and indefinite since the claim lacks the presence of the "low refractive 
index layer" which is necessary to give proper meaning to the phrase; note also claim 6. 
In claims 6 and 14, last line of each, "a radiation" is vague and indefinite, as are the 
phrases "is formed by conducting transfer using the antireflection film for transfer" found 
in claims 8 and 16. In claim 14, line 2, the phrase "contained in the high refractive index 
layer" lacks proper antecedent basis in claim 9. 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1, 5-9, and 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
based on a disclosure which is not enabling. More particularly, as applicants argue 
vigorously beginning with the paragraph bridging pages 11-12 of their Response the 
presence of an ester bond containing cellulose resin in each of the independent claims 
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clearly appears to be critical or essential to the practice of the invention, but not 
included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 
F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). As such, it now appears that the limitations of 
at least one of the dependent claims containing this feature should be incorporated into 
each of the independent claims. 

5. Claims 1, 5,8,9,13 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over JP '306 taken in view.of JP 791 , substantially for reasons set forth in 
Paragraph No. 4 of Paper No. 061206, together with the following additional 
observations. More particularly, applicants' arguments (which may well prove to be 
convincing) such as are found on page 7, 4 th paragraph and page 8,1 st paragraph need 
be presented in a suitable manner other than the unsupported opinions of applicants' 
agent, i.e. such as a timely Declaration. Additionally, it would also appear desirable if 
this was also done concerning the arguments presented in the last paragraph of page 8 
which are based upon applicants' disclosure. Additionally, the Examiner would like to 
correct an inadvertent misunderstanding in that his statement that (e.g. Response, page 
9, 3 rd paragraph) JP '306 explicitly identifies poor solvent resistance as a weakness, is 
flawed in that he was merely paraphrasing what applicants' specification said about this 
reference, without any supporting evidence having been presented; I.e. this reference is 
silent as regards this particular issue. 

6. Claims 2-4, 6,7, 14 and 15 are not rejected on the basis of adverse prior art. 
Claims 10-12 are each objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim. 
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7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP 
§ 706.07(a). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37
